ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hinckley 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  you  with  my  second 
annual  report  respecting  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  cf 
the  Hinckley  Urban  District  during  the  year  ending  December  31st 
1920. 


This  report  has  again  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines 
suggested  by  a memorandum  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  You  will 
note  with  pleasure,  that,  in  conformity  with  the  rest  of  the 
Country,  your  birth  rate  has  reached  a high  figure,  your  death 
rate  a low  one,  and  your  infantile  mortality  a very  low  one, 
which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  general  average. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  asks  for  my 
report  by  April  30th.  but  has  not  as  yet  sent  the' forms  for  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  Report  for  1920,  therefore  I am  working  on 
the  forms  sent  for  1919. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  DISTRICT 


POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  time  of  the  last  census  (1911) 
was  12.338,  and  the  estimated  population  for  1920  is  14.700. 

The  estimate  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  15.991,  as  in  1920 
demobilisation  ' id  reached  a stage  at  which  it  is  felt  that  the 
distinction  between  "birth-rate  population"  and  "death-rate 
populati on" , made  during  the  period  when  a large  part  of  the 
population  was  under  arms,  might  in  general  be  discontinued. 

This  figure,  15.981,  will  be  used  when  dealing  with  vital 
statistics . 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  & GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  area  of  the  district  is  3705  acres. 

The  Alteration  of  Boundaries  Order  1920  by  which  part  of  the 
parish  of  Hinckley  has  been  transferred  to  the  parish  of  Harwell 
and  part  of  the  parish  of  Harwell  transferred  to  the  parish  of 
Hinckley,  results  in  a reduction  of  24  acres  in  the  area  of  the 
Hinckley  Urban  District. 

The  height  above  sea-level  in  the  lowest  part 
(Hydes’  Lane)  is  300  feet,  the  Borough  being  370  feet,  and 
Leicester  Road  opposite  the  Grammar  School  450  feet  above  sea 
level.  There  are  3113  inhabited  houses,  and  there  are  17  miles 
of  roads.  These  latter  are  unfortunately  mostly  in  a very  bad 
state  of  repair,  two  of  the  chief  entrances  to  the  town,  viz: 
Coventry  Road  and  Ashby  Road,  hardly  being  fit  for  ordinary 
traffic . 
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INDUSTRIES . 

The  chief  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  hosiery  goods; 
there  are  also  boot  and  shoe  factories,  needle  factories,  two 
dye-works  (one  Just  over  the  boundary)  two  hat  factories  and  two 
box  factories.  Last  year  I gave  details  of  the  number  of 
factories  and  the  number  of  employees,  male,  female,  adult  and 
under  16,  and  outworkers,  but  I am  not  doing  so  this  year. 

As  I stated  last  year  a number  of  men  resident  in  the  District 
work  in  the  collieries  round  about  Nuneaton;  a "'arge  number  of 
girls  and  women  working  in  the  various  factories  live  in  Nuneaton; 
hence  there  is  a daily  mingling  of  a lafcge  proportion  of  your 
population  and  that  of  the  Warwickshire  town.  This  statement  also 
applies  in  a smal  ,er  degree  to  Leicester.  This  is  a fact  to  be 
borne  in  mind  on  the  occurrence  of  an  epidemic  of  infectious 
disease  in  any  of  the  three  towns;  and  probably  helps  to  account 
for  the  sporadic  cases  of  infectious  diseases. 

YITAL  STA-  TISTICS  --  BIRTHS . 


The  total  number  of  births  registered  according  to 
the  figures  supplied  by  the  General  Register  Office  was  340, 
according  to  those  of  the  local  registrar  337.  However,  taking 
the  first  as  correct  this  gives  a birth-rate  of  SI. 27  per  1000. 

The  birth-rate  per  1000  for  England  & Wales  was  25.4;  for  96 
great  towns,  including  London  (census  populations  exceeding 
50.000)  26.2;  24.9  for  148  smaller  towns  (census  populations 

50.000  - 50.000);  and  for  London  26.5;  respectively  per  1000. 

Thus  your  District  is  more  than  4 per  1000  below  the 
average.  This  corresponds  with  1919  when  your  birth-rate  was 
12.99  as  compared  with  18.5  per  1000  for  England  & Wales. 

I think  the  discrepancy,  as  I stated  last  year,  is  somewhat,  if 
n:>t  altogether  accounted  for  by  too  high  an  estimation  of  the 
populat ion . 

Of  the  340  births,  182  were  males  and  158  females. 
Included  in  these  are  11  illegitimate  births,  6 males  and  5 
females;  this  figure  compares  favourably  with  last  year,  when 
an  equal  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  recorded,  though  the 
total  number  of  births  mas  211. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  by  the  local 
registrar  of  persons  belonging  to  your  District  was  125. 

14  deaths  also  occurred  in  the  District  but  not  of  residents 
of  the  District,  and  so  are  transferred  to  the  District  of 
residence.  16  deaths  occurred  outside  the  district  of 
residents  of  the  district.  Four  of  these  deaths  occurred  at 
the  Leicestershire  & Rutlandshire  Asylum  at  Narborough,  8 at 
the  Royal  Infirmary  at  Leicester,  2 at  the  Isolation  Hospital; 
the  remaining  2 comprising  a man  who  had  a stroke  and  died  on 
the  road  to  Nuneaton,  "Long  Shoot",  and  a man  who  was  killed  in 
a colliery  accident  at  Nuneaton. 

Thus,  141  deaths  belong  to  your  district:  the  corresponding 
figure  for  1919  and  1918  also  was  171.  Thus  the  death-rate  for 
1920  was  8.82  per  1000,  as  compared  with  11.12  in  1919, 

13.3  in  1918,  and  11.2  in  1917.  The  death-rate  for  the  whole 
of  England  & Wales  was  12.4  per  1000,  so  your  death-rate  is 
3.58  per  1000  lower  than  the  rest  of  the  country,  which  fact, 
as  in  the  case  cf  the  birth-rate,  should  be  partially  accounted 
for  by  too  high  a figure  , having  been  estimated  for  the 
population.  Of  the  deaths,  77  were  males  and  64  were  females. 

19  deaths  occurred  at  the  Union  Infirmary,  6 of  them  being 
registrable  in  your  District.  7 deaths  took  place  at  the 
Cottage  Hospital,  6 of  these  being  of  residents.

The  months  of  October  with  18,  and  April  with  13  were  more  fatal, 
whereas  in  June  and  September  5 and  4 deaths  were  registered 
respect ively . 

INFANT  MORTALITY 


The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  26, 
viz:  18  males  and  8 females.,  as  compared  with  21  in  1919;  15  in 

1918;  18  in  1917;  and  25  in  1916.  None  of  these  deaths  were 

of  illegitimate  children. 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  of  children  dying  from  Diarrhoea 
and  Enteritis  between  the  ages  of  one  and  two  years . 

These  26  deaths  give  an  infantile  mortality  of  76.47  per  1000 
births.  The  figure  for  England  & Wales  is  60,  and  fcr  the  96 
great  towns  85.  Thus  the  District  can  congratulate  itself  on 
its  low  infantile  mortality  as  this  rate  is  well  below  the 
average,  whereas  last  year  your  rate  was  100.9  per  1000  compared 
to  93  for  the  great  towns,  an  i 89  for  England  & Wales. 

Of  these  26  deaths,  death  occurred  in  '10  cases  before  they  had 
attained  the  age  of  one  week.  The  cause  of  death  in  4 cases 
being  premature  birth,  in  3 congenital  debility,  in  1 congenital 
heart,  one  died  from  birth  injuries,  and  the  remaining  one  was 
over-lain.  As  retards  the  remaining  16  deaths,  the  following 
table  shows  the  ages  at  which  death  occurred;

The  cause  of  death  in  these  cases  was  in  6 acute  bronchitis,  in 
2 congenital  debility,  and  1 death  was  certified  as  due  to  each 
of  the  following  respectively  - congenital  heart  disease, 
convulsions,  acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  catarrhal  gastro- 
entritis,  acute  gastritis,  tubercular  peritonitis,  imperfect 
development,  and  congenital  tuberculosis 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

These  diseases  caused  7 deaths,  if  we  include 
influenza  and  pneumonia;  Diphtheria  accounting  for  2,  Influenza 
fcr  2,  and  Pneumonia  fall  forms)  for  3;  details  will  be  found  in 
the  section  on  Infectious  Disease. 

Zymotic  Disease  accounts  for  4.9  per  cent  of  deaths-,  and  of  the 
individual  diseases,  Influenza  for  1.4  per  cent  and  Pneumonia 
(all  forms)  for  2.1  per  cent. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

14  deaths  were  due  to  this  infection,  11  being 
attributable  to  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  1 tc  Tuberculous 
Meningitis;  other  Tuberculous  diseases  causing  2.  Were  again  an 
analysis  appears  on  the  section  an  Tuberculosis  under  Infectious 
Diseases.  Tuberculosis  is  thus  accountable  for  9.9  per  cent  of 
deaths  in  the  district,  a slightly  higher  figure  than  in  1919 
and  1918,  for  each  of  which  two  years  the  figure  was  9.3  per  cent. 
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CHEST  DISEASES. 

Apart  from  Tubercolosis  of  the  Lungs  and 
Pneumonia,  13  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  these 
diseases,  that  is  9.2  per  cent;  these  13  deaths  were  all 
certified  as  Bronchitis. 

CANCER . 

15  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  the  various  form 
of  malignant  disease,  as  compared  with  8 in  191  , 9 in  1918, 

and  14  in  1917.  Cancer  thus  accounts  for  11.6  per  cent  of 
deaths . 

NEPHRITIS  & BRIGHT ' S DISEASE. 

5 deaths  were  accounted  for  by 
these,  as  compared  with  4 in  1919,  and  3 in  1918. 

HEART  DISEASE. 

Organic  heart  disease  was  assigned  as  the  cause 
of  death  of  20  cases,  as  compared  to  17  in  1919  and  15  in  1918, 
thus  causing  14.1  per  cent  of  deaths. 

INQUESTS . 

There  were  6 inquiries  into  the  cause  ®f  death,  a 
corresponding  number  to  1919. 

Suicides  accounted  for  1,  and  accidents  for  the  other  5. 

POOR  LAW  RELIEF. 


During  the  year  £488.16.  Od . was  granted  in  outdoor  relief, 
an  increase  of  £70  over  1919.

Nine  persons  were  taken  to  Harbor ough  Asylum  during 
the  year:  again  two-thirds  of  these  were  females. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  PAY. 

I regret  I cannot  state  the  number  of 
recipients  or  amount  of  unemployment  pay,  but  the  gentleman  in 
charge  was  unable  to  give  me  any  figures. 

HINCKLEY  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL 


The  work  carried  on  at  this  most  useful  Institution 
has  again  increased.  There  were  262  admissions  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  186  in  1919;  of  these  were  146  males  and 
116  females,  and  of  the  total  151  were  children  under  16  years 
of  age.  There  also  attended  at  the  Hospital  167  out-patients, 
who  between  them  paid  2057  visits. 

This  Hospital  is  comprised  at  present  of  only  two  wards,  male 
and  female,  with  6 beds  in  each,  and  some  cots  which  can  be  put 
into  the  wards  in  place  of  beds.  It  was  erected  over  20  years 
ago,  and  when  the  population  of  the  town  was  much  smaller,  and 
when  the  vogue  of  surgery  was  not  so  much  practised  or  so 
appreciated.  Hence,  though  fulfilling  a most  useful  function, 
the  Hospital  cannut  be  considered  as  adequate  for  the  needs  of 
the  town  at  the  present  time.  The  record  of  admissions  shows 
the  necessity  for  a children's  ward. 
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The  Hospital  is  admirably  run,  both  internally  and  externally, 
and  that  its  value  is  justly  appreciated  is  shown  by  the 
excellent  way  it  is  supported  by  the  operatives  of  the  District. 
Unfortunately , the  working  for  the  year  1920  showed  a small 
debit  balance. 

A very  successful  Bazaar  was  held  in  the  Autumn  by 
which  over  £4000  was  raised,  and  it  is  hoped  that  os  soon  as  the 
building  trade  becomes  more  stabilised  the  much-needed 
children’s  ward,  the  X-ray  installation,  and  increased 
accommodation  for  the  staff  will  be  provided. 

There  is  District  Nurse  in  connection  with  the 
Hospital,  who  does  very  useful  work  in  the  District,  giving  her 
services  at  the  homes  of  those  patients  who  require  dressings, 
attention,  or  careful  nursing. 

CRIPPLES  GUILD 


Again  much  valuable  work  has  been  done  by  this  Guild 
during  the  past  year;  and  as  in  the  past,  the  increased 
financial  support  proves  that  the  value  of  the  work  done  is 
appreci at  ed . 

During  the  year  13  cases  were  admitted  into  the  Cottage  Hospital 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Hospital  authorities.  These  all 
underwent  operations.  In  addition  there  were  others  who 
received  advice  from  the  specialist,  though  their  condition  did 
not  require  any  operation. 

The  Guild  continues  to  supply  cork  boots,  splints,  artificial 
limbs,  and  many  other  instruments  to  those  who  require  them. 

ROYAL  INFIRMARY  - LEICESTER 


As  I stated  last  year,  it  would  not  be  fair  to  close 
this  section  of  the  report  without  a reference  to  this 
Institution .

As  I stated  ast  year,  a lady  of  the  neighbourhood  very 
generously  placed  a motor  ambulance  at  the  disposal  of  the 
District;  this  has  been  extremely  useful  and  would  no?;  be  very 
much  missed.  Unfortunately,  the  medical  men  of  the  district 
and  surrounding  neighbourhood  are  not  too  discriminating  at  to 
the  necessity  for  its  use.  It  is  not  lused  for  infectious 
diseases . 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


WATER. 

Hinckley  is  provided  v/ith  a good  constant  supply  of 
wholesome  water.  The  source  of  supply  is  a deep  well  at 
Snarestone,  14  miles  away.  This  water  is  also  supplied  to  the 
neighbouring  districts  of  Barv/ell  & Shilton  (1913)  and 
Burbage  (1916) 
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The  total  population  thus  supplied  being  estimated  as  25.135 
for  1920. 

During  the  year  145.822-.800  gallons  were  pumped  giving  a daily 
average  consumption  of  398.150  gallons;  the  maximum  number  of 
gallons  consumed  in  one  day  being  544 . 000 . gallons 
The  yield  of  the  well  is  only  450.000  gallons  per  diem, 
consequently  considerable  anxiety  is  felt  for  the  future  supply. 
The  adits  at  Snarestone  have  been  extended  65  yards  in  an  easterly 
direction,  and  50  yards  in  a westerly  one,  and  so  far  very 
little  increase  in  the  yield  has  resulted,  but  it  is  hoped  by 
further  extending  the  western  heading  to  meet  with  success  soon. 

In  addition  negotiations  are  being  made  with  the  Nuneaton 
corporation  for  a supply  from  other  sources. 

There-  is  a v/ater  tower  to  supply  the  upper  portion  of  the  town. 
During  1920  it  was  not  necessary  to  curtail  the  supply  at  all. 

The  analysis  of  the  water  is  as  follows :-

Free  and  Saline  Ammonia  .001;  Organic  Ammonia  .004; 
Chlorine  in  Chlorides  7.3;  Nitrogen  in  Nitrates  or 
Nitrites,  Trace;  Total  Solid  Matter  50. 

Hardness,  Temporary  5.15.  Permanent  22.10. 

Total  27.25. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  chief  disadvantage  is 
the  excessive  hardness,  and  this,  of  course,  has  a detrimental 
effect  on  the  factory  boilers  of  the  town,  and  the  hot  water 
installations.  There  is  practically  nc  possible  source  of 
contamination  of  the  water  as  delivered  to  the  individual 
houses  and  taps.  No  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year 
on  this  account . 


R I T E K s & S T R E A M .3 


Sketchley  Brook,  which  forms  part  of  the  boundary  of 
the  District,  receives  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  works,  but 
no  complaint  of  pollution  has  been  received  during  the  year. 

DBA  IN  AGE  & SEWERAGE. 


The  town  is  supplied  with  an  adequate  system  of 
drainage  on  the  combined  system,  and  practically  all  the  sewers 
have  a sufficient  gradient  to  ensure  a self-cleansing  velocity. 

The  flat-graded  sewers  ip  Hollycroft,  Clarence  Road,  Duke  Street, 
Davenport  Terrace  and  Burbage  Road  have  been  flushed  from  time 
to  time. 

The  sewage  is  disposed  of  on  the  broad  irrigation 
system,  the  sewage  farm  being  situated  just  outside  the  boundary 
and  in  the  Rural  District  of  Hinckley.  The  quantity  of  dye- 
waste  which  has  to  be  treated  with  the  sewage  causes  a certain 
amount  of  difficulty,  as  the  colour  cannot  be  taken  out  without 
using  an  excess  quantit;/  of  lime,  which,  of  course,  is  detrimental 
to  the  effluent. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.

The  above  are  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town  where  it  is  not 
possible  to  connect  to  the  sewer.  The  remainder  of  the  closets 
in  the  town  are  water  closets. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  ash-bins  and  earth-closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and 
the  ash-pits  as  required,  by  the  Council’s  workmen. 

A large  number  of  boxes  and  barrels  are  still  being  used  for 
ash-bins,  but  during  the  year  185  new  bins  have  been  provided. 


' 
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The  whole  of  the  refuse  is  taken  to  a tip  at  the  Council's 
sewage  farm,  where  the  tins  are  sorted  out,  and  periodically- 
crushed  and  sold,  and  the  waste  paper  etc  burned.  At  present 
there  are  only  two  scavenging  carts  with  covers,  one  cart  is 
being  provided  each  year,  costing  £80,  but  until  there  is  a 
sufficient  supply  of  covered  carts  some  temporary  covers  should 
be  devised  for  the  open  carts,  as  when  there  is  much  wind  papers 
and  suchlike,  which  some  people  will  put  in  their  ash-bins, 
get  blown  about,  and  it  is  quite  easy  to  trace  the  streets 
along  which  the  cart  has  passed;  also,  passers-by  sometimes 
receive  more  than  is  pleasant  when  an  ash-bin  is  being  emptied 
into  an  open  cart  and  there  is  a gust  of  wind  at  the  same  time.

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT.

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OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE . 

I must  repeat  my  statement  of  last  year  that  considerable  trouble 
is  still  caused  in  cases  where  one  W.C.  serves  three  or  four 
houses,  the  closets  and  drains  are  frequently  getting  blocked  up 
and  generally  through  wilful  neglect. 

The  paving  in  many  of  the  yards  is  in  a very 
unsatisfactory  condition,  and  though  representations  have  been 
made  to  the  pwners  and  promises  obtained,  so  far  the  result  has 
been  negligible. 

SCHOOLS 


The  Schools  have  been  inspected  for  the  last  time  and 
the  various  defects  reported  to  the  County  Authorities.  The  water 
supply  of  iall  the  Schools  is  satisfactory. 

As  will  be  seen  in  a later  section,  there  was  no 
epidemic  of  any  of  the  Zymotic  Diseases  during  the  year,  and  it 
was  not  necessary  to  close  the  Schools  on  this  account.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  is  an  ample  supply  of  wholesome  milk  produced 
in  the  District;  and  the  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milk  shops  are 
periodically  inspected  and  kept  in  a clean  condition.  Any  work 
required  to  be  done  is  readily  undertaken  by  the  owners.

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During  1920  ten  samples  of  milk  and  three  of  cream  were 
taken  in  the  Hinckley  Urban  District  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Police.  One  of  the  samples  of  milk  was  certified  to  be  deficient 
in  fat,  but  owing  to  the  sample  being  broken  in  transit  no 
proceedings  were  taken.  The  cream  samples  were  genuine. 

MILE.  (Mothers  & Children)  ORDER  1918. 

It  has  been  made  public  by  means  of  bills  that 
any  mothers  of  children  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  order 
should  make  application  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  upon  which 
application  their  cases  would  be  inquired  into.

Bakehouses  have  been  periodically  inspected  and  found 
quite  satisfactory,  and  no  action  has  been  necessary  during  the 
year.

The  District  has  again  been  comparatively  free  from  notifiabl 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
notifications  received  was  69.

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To  take  the  particular  diseases:- 
DIPHTHERIA. 

There  was  no  traceable  conviction  between  any  of  these 
8 cases.  Two  of  them  proved  fatal.  These  were  nursed  together 
with  five  of  the  non-fatal  cases  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Throat  swabs  and  antitoxin  are  always  kept  in  stock  by  the 
M.O.B.  and  are  available  on  request  by  local  practitioners.  The 
swabs  are  examined  at  the  County  Laboratory  in  Leicester  and  are 
speedily  reported  upon.  48  swabs  were  thus  examined  from  the 
Hinckley  Urban  District  (The  Isolation  Hospital  is  not  in  this 
District);  of  these  8 were  positive;  these  figures  I think  prove 
that  the  local  practitioners  ar  prompt  in  using  swabs  in  anything 
like  a doubtful  case. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

No  sanitary  defects  were  discovered  in  the  premises 
occupied  by  these  persons,  neither  were  there  any  deaths. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

These  8 cases  were  all  nursed  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital;  again  there  was  no  traceable  connection  between  any 
of  them,  and  they  may  all  be  considered  "Sporadic”  cases,  infected 
most  probably  outside  the  area.  There  were  no  return  cases. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

One  case  only  was  notified;  this  was 
successfully  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  recovered 
without  any  paralysis.  The  contacts  were  all  negative. 

In  doubtful  cases  of  this  or  any  similar  disease,  a Bacteriologist 
specially  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  County  Council,  if 
informed,  comes  over  to  investigate  the  case  -n a all  contacts,  and 
to  suggest  the  necessary  action,  that  should  be  taken  to  deal  with 
the  same.  Four  lumbar  punctures  were  made  during  the  year,  two 
in  the  above  case,  and  one  each  in  two  other  cases.  Five  throat 
swabs  of  contac  were  examined.

I regret  that  my  warning  of 
last  year  has  borne  little  fruit;  the  number  of  primary 
notifications  is  still  very  small.  No  vaccinations,  primary  or 
revaccination,  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917.

NON -NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

INFLUENZA. 

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  this  disease,  but  2 
deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  such,  the  mortality  thus  being 
1.4  per  cent.  There  has  not  been  much  demand  for  the  vaccine 
supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

MEASLES  & GERMAN  MEASLES. 

These  diseases  are  no  longer  notifiable 
unless  the  necessity  arises.  There  were  a few  cases  but  no 
epidemic,  and  nc  deaths  were  attributed  to  them. 


VARICELLA. 


This  was  eomraon  in  the  Autumn  and  early  Winter; 
there  were  no  fatal  cases. 

MUMPS . 

This  disease  has  also  been  very  prevalent  during  the  Autumn 
and  Winter;  there  were  no  fatal  cases.  The  severity  of  the 
constitutional  disturbance  seemed  to  vary  directly  with  the  age, 
adults  feeling  the  effects  most  severely. 

SCABIES.  (Itch). 

Has  not  been  as  common  as  last  year.  It  has  not 
been  considered  necessary  to  make  any  special  arrangements  for 
the  cleansing  of  virminous  persons  or  their  belongings.  Should 
the  necessity  arise  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  with  the  consent 
of  the  Hospitals  Committee  of  the  County  Council  to  cleanse  both 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  persons  in  baths,  and  the  cloths 
etc.  in  the  steam  sterilizer. 

TUBERCULOSIS- 

Some  practitioners  are  not  very  prompt  in  notifying 
this  disease,  but  no  action  has  been  considered  necessary;  the 
most  efficient  and  satisfactory  solution  would  be  the  return  to 
the  proper  fee  of  2 /6d . per  notification. 

Forty  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year,  comprised  as  follows  :-

No  trade  appears  to  have  any  special  effect  on  the  disease;  a very 
large  proportion  of  Hinckley  women  and  girls  work  in  the  hosiery 
factories  and  it  would  not  be  right  to  consider  that  the  17 
notified  in  that  employment  were  at  all  due  to  that  employment. 

11  deaths,  7 males  and  4 females,  were  registered  during  the  year 
as  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  as  compared  with  13  in  1920; 
one  death  as  due  to  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  and  two  to  other 
Tuberculous  diseases;  of  these  deaths  5 were  notified  in  1930 , 2 
in  1919.,  1 each  in  1918  & 1917,  and  of  the  remainder  I can  find 
no  trace  of  noti ficat ion. 

The  County  Council  deal  with  the  treatment  of  most  of  the  cases 
suffering  from  this  disease.  Suitable  (sufficiently7-  early) 
cases  are  treated  in  Sanatoria.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer  will 
always  consult  with  any  medical  practitioner  over  doubtful  cases, 
either  at  the  local  Dispensary  or -at  the  patient's  own  home. 

A perusal  of  the  annual  report  of  the  county  medical 
officer  will  show  the  satisfactory  results  so  far  obtained. 
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At  present  there  is  no  satisfactory  arrangement  for  the 
treatment  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  cases  in  children  which  require 
dressings,  as  regard  Sanatorium  or  Convalescent  home  treatment. 

Again  difficulty  arises  with  the  returned  "cured”  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  who  are  almost  all  advised  to  seek  an 
out  of  door  occupation.  It  is  very  difficult  for  them  to  comply 
in  many  cases  with  the  advice. 

Finally  there  is  the  problem  of  the  end  cases;  these 
are,  of  course,  very  infectious. 

All  cases  notified  have  been  visited,  and  the  health 
visitor  under  the  Leicestershire  County  Council  has  also  given  a 
full  report  of  11  the  conditions,  sanitary  and  otherwise,  in 
connection  with  ch‘em. 

All  defects  in  the  dwellings  have  as  far  as  possible 
been  remedied  . 


Your  council  still  continue  to  supply  disinfectants  for 
all  houses  requiring  the  same,  and  the  house  is  always  disinfected 
after  the  source  of  the  infection  has  been  removed. 

Patients  and  contacts  are  given  instructions  as  to  the 
precautions  to  be  observed  to  r luce  the  possibility  of  infection 
to  a minimum. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE 

These  are  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council.  There  is  a 
strong  local  committee  dealing  with  propaganda  work.  I take  the 
opportunity  of  again  making  public  a fact  which  cannot  be  too 
widely  knowm.  that  sufferers  from  these  diseases  can  obtain 
treatment  on  up-to-date  lines,  free  of  charge,  with  absolute 
secrecy  at  the  Leicester  Infirmary,  and  that  if  so  poor  as  to  be 
unable  to  afford  their  railway  fare,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  empowered  to  advance  it  to  them. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILL  WELFARE. 


This  centre  is  also  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Council;  but  it  is  dependent  upon  the  voluntary  help  of  a 
number  of  ladies,  who  are  mostly  very  regular  in  their  weekly 
attendance,  their  enthusiasm  being  stimulated  by  energies  of  the 
President  of  the  local  committee.  The  babies  are  syst ematically 
weighed  by  the  health  visitor.  The  health  visitor  also  visits 
in  their  homes  d supervises  the  feeding  etc.  of  any  that  are 
very  delicate  or  making  poor  progress.  Of  course,  she  also  visits 
the  house  when  any  birth  takes  place,  as  all  such  are 
notified  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Two  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Puerperal  Fever. 

OPTHALMIA  NEONATORUM.  No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

MEASLES.  As  previously  stated  this  disease  was  not  prevalent  and 
accounted  for  no  deaths. 

PERTUSSIS.  (V/hooping  Cough)  also  was  not  prevalent,  and  also 
accounted  for  no  deaths. 

EPIDEMIC  LIARRHOEA.  This  disease  was  again  remarkable  for  its 
absence.  The  death  of  one  infant  was  ascribed  to  this  disease. 

POLIOMYELITIS . As  previously  stated  one  case  was  notified  and 
proved  fatal. 

Under  the  circumstances  no  action  was  required  for 
these  or  any  other  diseases  of  parturient  women  or  infants. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION 


1.  The  staff  consists  of  the  Town  Surveyor,  who  is  also  the 
Town  Engineer,  Housing  Architect,  Canal  Boat  Inspector  and 
Sanitary  Inspector.  He  supervises  all  wor>  under  the  above 
headings,  and  has  to  assist  him  - a deputy  under  the  above 
headings,  a clerk  of  the  works  under  the  new  housing  scheme, 
and  a Sanitary  Assistant. 

2.  HOSPITAL  ACCOMODATION. 

The  accommodation  in  the  newly-built  Isolation  Hospital  is 
40  beds.  This  is  ample  for  local  requirements.  The  administration 
of  this  Hospital  has  now  -passed  to  the  Leicestershire  Hospital 
Committee.  The  job-master  with  whom  the  contract  is  made  for 
removal  of  patients  to  the  Hospital  is  not  as  yet  on  the  telephone. 

There  are  two  small-pox  Hospitals  belonging  to  the  Leicester- 
shire Small  Pox  Committee,  at  Snarestone  and  Syston,  and  these 
are  Pept  in  absolute  readiness  to  receive  patients  at  practically 
a moment's  notice.

Sputa  can  be  sent  to  the  Local  Disrensary 
whence  they  will  be  for?/arded  to  the  Laboratory.

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  District  is  3113.  The  number 
for  working  classes  is  2810,  two  of  which  are  temporary  hutments. 
Six  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  are  now 
in  occupation,  and  a Contract  let  for  a further  100  of  which  52 
have  been  commenced.  It  v;as  estimated  in  October  1919  that 

there  was  a shortage  of  400  houses,  and  the  Council  proposed 
building  300,  but  this  scheme  may  have  to  be  cut  down  owing  to 
various  causes.  No  important  changes  have  ccciirred  in  the 
population,  or  are  anticipated. 
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QYER CROWDING.  To  a very  large  extent. 

Causes  - shortage  of  houses  and  marriage. 

Measures  taken  and  contemplated  - provision  of  new  houses. 

No  action  has  been  taken  for  overcrowding  as  there  is  no 
alternative  accommodation  at  present. 

GENERAL  FITNESS  of  houses  is  good.  Lack  of  air  space,  defection 
of  roofing  and  defective  plaster  are  the  chief  defects.  These 
defects  are  to  a certain  extent  due  to  the  lack  of  proper 
management  and  supervision  by  the  owners. 

No  action  has  been  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  or  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

A number  of  houses  exist  in  which  water  is  act  laid  on  into  the 
house . 

It  has  not  been  considered  that  any  area  need  be  dealth  with  as 
an  "Unhealthy  Area"  for  the  purposes  of  an  improvement  or 
reconstruction  Scheme  or  Schemes,  under  part  1 or  part  2 of  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  1890,  but  two  areas  were 
considered  to  contain  a large  proportion  of  seriously  defective 
houses  but  which  could  be  adequately  dealth  with  otherwise  than 
by  Reconstruction  Schemes  (a)  by  measures  for  rendering  the 
houses  fit  for  human  habitation  by  repairs  or  renovation;  (b) 
when  necesary  by  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses. 

141  idwellings  are  scheduled  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  which  cannot  be  made  fit,  9 dwellings  are  obstructive 
buildings,  and  192  dwellings  which, although  they  cannot  at  presen 
be  regarded  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  fall  below  a 
reasonable  standard.  I attach  two  appendices,  one  on  Housing 
conditions  and  one  on  Inspection  of  Factories,  Workshops,  Work 
Places  and  Home-Work.
